Efore the gods were procreated, there 
was nothing, but Chaos and Cal1go, cone 
fuſton and darkneſs. This the Poers 
borrowed from Moſes; who, Gen. 1. 

9 ſhewerh that there was darkneſs upon 

the face of the deep,and that the Earth 
was withour form, ard void. Out or 

SE confuſion and darkneſs were the Hea- 

ven$ and Earth produced, ard the Sea alſo ; ſorke Poers 

ſing out of Moſes, by the copulation.or marriage of Hea- 
ven and Earth were procreated the fifty headed, and 
hundred handed Giants, ro wit, Priareus,Gras,and Cacys, 
with the Cyclopes ; namely, Harpe, Sterepeizand Brontes; 
that which 1+ by ſore of the Poets called #arpe,by #: frog, 
inhis generation of gcds, isnamed, Ag ; but by Frigil, 

| rhe greateſt of Poets, Pyrachmon. Theſe Cyclopes had bur 1 

IF. oneeye a Plece 1n the midit of their foreheads, bY the Zn.6, 

| Fs 3#ants | 
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Giants and Cyolopes, were meant, the vapours begot in 
the bowels of the Earth by the influence of Heaven, and 
converted into Thunder, Lightning, and Winds, which 
by Cel: axe thruſt dawn into Hell 3 when by the cold- 
neſs of the air they are deteined there, as ina Priſon, Of 
this marriagealſoof Heaven and Earth,were begot #y- 
perion,Crius,the Titanes,and Saturn,Befides theſe daughters 
Tethys, Rhea, Themis, Mnemoſinez Phebe, Dione, and Thia, Sa- 
turn by the inftigation of bis Mother Earth cut off his Fa- 
thers genitals, and caft them into the Sea; out of the 
blood which fell from them were procreated the Furies, 
' AleFo, Tifiphone and Megera; by this they meant, thar 
Time hath weakened the influence of Heaven, that it was 
not ſo effeual in thoſe daysof theſe Poets, as before in 
the golden Age 3 but in this they are deceived ; for it is 
not Time, but Gods anger for the fins of Man, that hath 
weakened the Heavens influence. And whereas they ſay, 
that the Furies were begot of blood, by this may be 
meant, That the tortures and raging of an evil Conſci- 
ence, are the fruirs and effe&s of Rebellion,Cruelty,and 
Murther ; but as Saturn was cruel to his father, whom be 
thruft out of his Kingdom : ſo was he no leſs inhumane 
to his Brothers, who being ſer ar liberty by his means 
were by him again bound, and caft into hell, in whom we 
ſee both Rebellion, Tyranny,and Ambition,to which fins 
he added Inceft,in marriage with his Siſter Rhea; and ro 
his Inceft,the Mnrther of his own children which he had 
by her, whom he devoured ; except Fypiter, who by his 
Mother Rhea was preſerved in Creta, and nurſed by rhe 
Nymphs of /4z,rhe Daughters of Melifjs,and fed with the 
milk of the god Analthea, The Curetes or Corybantes by 
beating their Targers made ſuch a noiſe, that Saturn could 
not hear the crying of the Infant;but cunning Rhea made 
her Husband ſwallow a ſtone wrapt in fwadling-clothes 
inftead of Fapiter, who as ſoonas he eame to mans eſtate, 
married with Meri the Daughter of the Ocean,which by a 
certain potion cauſed Saturn to vomit up all his children 
again Which he hzd devoured. The meaningofthis ſtory 
or fiction 1*,that Time isboth the devourer and reftorer 
of all things, excerr of Zapiter, that 1s,of God who is nor 
ſubze& 


of the Heathen gods. 


'ſubje& to Time, or ſhadow of turning, but is from ever- 
laſting, and world without end ; He is the ſame, and his 
years fail not,as the Pſalmift ſingeth. Fuprter by the help 
of Saturns children, whom he vomited up, made war a- 
gainft Saturn, and the Titans ; theſe, by his thunder he 
thruſt down to Hell, and baniſhed bis Father our of his 
Kingdoms So Fupiter,with his two Brothers, Neptune,and 
Pluto, divided the World between them; to Zypitcr Hea- 
ven fell by lot,to Neptunethe Sea,and to Pluto the lower 
part ofthe Earth. This ſtory ſeems tobe ftoln out of Ge-. 
neſts, where 1s deſcribed the wickedneſs of Cham ageinft 
his Father Neab, and the diviſion of the World among 
them three Brothers, the ſons of Noah; ſo the fiftion of 
the Giants fighting againft,and overthrown by Fapiter, is 
taken out of the Hiſtory of the Builders of Babe/. 

Fupiter had many Wives and Concubines, of which he 
had multitudes of children 3 by Zune he had Hebe, Iithuia, 
and 4rge ; of Themy the Daughter of Ce/ws he begat the 
Howres, Irene, Eumonia, Dice; the three Fatal Sifters, Cho- 
tho, Lacheſts, Atropos ; of Dione he had Venus ; of Eurynome, 
the Daughter of Ocearnrs,he begat the three Graces, Aglaia, 
Eupbroftnezand Thalia;zof Styx,or ,as Hyginns ſaith ,of Ceres, 
he had Froſerpina 3 of Mnemeſine the Muſes,to wit,Calliope 
the chief, then Clio, Me/pomene, Euterpe,Erato, Terpſichore, 
Urania, Thalia,and Polymnia ; of Maia he had mercury ; of 
Latona, Apollo and Diana 3 he had of Func alſo Mars and 
Vulcanzof his own brain be begot Minerva;zof Tuna he had 
Paudoon; of Alcmene, Hercules ; of Simele, Bacchus ;, of Le- 
da,Caſtor and Fotlux, ard many more Baſtards he had of 
other Concubines, as we will ſhew preſently. _. 

Oceanus and TFethys had three thouſard children ealled 
Oceanodes,and by Virgil Ocearnitides ; beſides 4ſia,Styx,t- 

 {efra, Eurynome. Amphitrite, Metis, Nrreus,and Dorizof thele

us, Epinetheus,and Menoetins, Of Saturn and Philyra were 
born Chiron the Centanr; of Aurora and 4ſt reus were begot 
theStars and the Winds. Heeate,Was the Daughter of Per ſes 
and Aſteria; of Pontus and Terra were begot theſe Sons, 
Nereus, Phoreus, Thaumus,Ceto, Eurybiza,OceanusWas.theFa- 
ther of Thaumus and El:#ra, and of theſe two were begot 
tris,or the Rainbuw(whichYirgil makes a goddeſs,and 7u- 
no's Meſſenger) the Harpies, AellozOcypete,and Ceberno, of 
Phoreus and Ceto Were prucreated Fhorciides and Gorgo- 
zes.By all theſe children and Grandchildren of the Ocean

Rabe was worſhipped withCeres,and accounted her 
inſeparable companion,therefore they called herhbis 
Auuaerp® met egy ; to ſhew that our life is ſuſtained 
by Bread and Wine, or that the Grape is not only for 
drink,bur alſo for food. So Virgil joyns them together, 
liber & alma Ceres, under which names, he means the 
Sun and Moon. for ir is by them we have Wine and 
corn.Ceres which is all one with Proſerpins,Luna,& Hecate, 
D 3 nouriſhed 
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nouriſhed Bacchus 3 years together, and he carried the 
wedding Torch before Proſerpina, when ſhe was going. 
to be married. Bacchws alſo and Hecate,had the fame Sa- 


crifice at the ſame time,to wit,in the night: By all which, 


they ſignified thar we cannot live wjthoyt Bread and 
Wine; the one without the other ,will nat fuRain us long. 
2. Bacchus uſed ro wear a Mitre, which is the proper at- 
tire of women.

ut corny mitra. Becauſe Bacehus was both male and female, 


to ſhew,thar Wine many rimes makes men effeminate,and 
gives maſculine courage to wqmenitherefore he was cal. 
led $1vwTgO egov,an Effeminate and Mitred Princes 
3. Bacchus is painted ſomerimes with a bald head, with a 
Sytheor Sickle in one hand, with-a Jug or Pitcher jn the 
otherjalſo with a womans garment,;and a garland of Ros» 
ſes about his head, which may fignifie ro us the effects of 
Wine. It cauſeth baldneſs, becauſe being immoderately 
taken, it drieth up the radical moiſture of the head, 
and fills it with waterith and ad ventitiovs humors,which 
cauſe kaldneſs. 4. The Sythe ſhews Wine-bibbing, Cre- 
preſented by rhe Pitcher) to be the main cauſe of rhe 
ſhortning and cutting giFof mans life. 5 The Womans 
garment and garland of Roſes repreſent rhe effeminate- 
neſs of Drunkards,8 that pgroneneſs to Venery; to which 
Wine and Roſes areftrong provocations. 6. By Bacchas 
is ardinarily meant Wine, which is the fruit of Semele, 


that is,of the Vine, ſo called, becauſe ir duth oviery rt 


wan, ſbake the limbs ; for no liquor is ſo apt to breed 
Palftes, as Wine ; Aſhes, becauſe hor, make good dung 
for Vines;therefore Bacchus is ſaid to proceed of his Mo- 
thers aſhes,and to be cheriſhed in Fupiterfthigh, becauſe 
the Vine proſpers beſt ina warm air, and, in a ſoil moſt 
ſubje&ro Thunder,which is cauſed by heat,which is moſt 
f<ryenptz and Thunderis moſt frequent-ip Fuly and dugy/t 
when rhe Grapes do ripen, He was bred in Egypt, he- 
caule hot air and mellow ſoil, as £g5pt is, is fitteft for 
Wire: And becauſe moiſture is requiied for the increaſe 
QF Wine, therefore he was ſatd to be gurſed by the H ya- 
dcSind Ny; bs. 9, He Iubdued the Indians, either be, 
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cauſe Wine makes reſolute Souldjers, or becauſe moſt 

Countries are ſubdued with exceſhve drinking & abuſe 

of Wine : And indeed, Bacchus may wear the Diadem;for 

he doth triumph over all Nations. Of all forts of people 

and profeſſions, there be few,that with Zycurgus, will op- 

poſe him: His Thyrſus reacheth further than any Kings 
Scepter, or the iReman Faſces; if we would ſee his Orgiz 

or Sacritices ; his Priefts, or (4) Menades, his Panthers, (4) yet 
Tygers, and Linces, with which his Chariot is drawn ; 74yades 
the Satyrs and Se/enj his Companions, with their Cym- 7g Mj- 
bals and Vociferations, we ſhall not need ro ga far ; He ullones 
never kad greater authority over the Indians, then he {9 Buchs 
hath over this Kingdam ; he onceſlepr 3 years with Pro» 
ſerpina,but we will not let him reft one day. The 7hebans 
tore Orphews for bringing in Baechus his Sacritices among 
them ; and Jearys was thought to have brought 1n poy- 
ſon, when he brought in Wine 3 but the caſe is otherwiſe 
with us. If any diſcommend the exceſs of Winezhe ſhall 
have Alcithoes doomiſhe for diſcommending Bacchus,was | 
turned.into a Bar, and he ſhall be accounted ne better : 
Yet I diſcommend not the moderate uſe of Wine, which 
1S Fupiter*s ſon,or the Gift of God); for it ſtrengthens the 
body , comforts the heart, breeds good blood : For 
which cauſe, Bacchus was always young; for Wine makes 
old men look young, if jt be moderate, otherwiſe ir 
makes them children ; for ſo Bacehus is painted. He had 
alſoa Virgins and a Bulls face; he was both Male and Fe- 
male ſometimes he had a Beard,and ſometimes none,ro 
ſhew the different effe&s of Wine, moderately and 1m- 
moderately taken. He was worſhipped on the ſame Alter 
with Minerva, and Was agcompanied, with the Muſes, to 
ſhew, that Wine is a friend tro Wiſdom and Learning. 
Mercury carried bim being a ct i1]d,to Macrs, the daugh- 
rer of Ariſteus, who anointed his lips with Honey, to 
ſhew, that in Wine is Eloquence; and ſo likewiſe the na- 
ked truth;therefore Pacchys is always naked. And if 4m- 
phisbena the Serpent,that is, ſorrow or care bire the heaxt, 
let Pacchus kill him with a Vine- branch. Wine refines the 
wit,therefore the quick-fighted Dragon was conſecrated 


to Bacchns;z and, to ſhew that much pratling was the 
D 4 fruir 
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fruit of Wine, the chattering Pye was his Bird. And be- 
cauſe Wine makes men effeminat,therefore wamen were 
his Priefts, He ſlept three years with Proſerpina, ro ſhew, 
thar Vines the firft three years are not fruitful, He was 
rurned into a Lion, to ſhew the cruelty of drunken men. 
He was torn by the Titans, buried, and revived again 


Bu. for ſmall twigs cur off from a Vine, and ſer in the Earth, 
>») Liber bring forth whole Vines. He was called. (a) Liber, be- 


cauſe Wine makes a man talk freely, and freeth rhe 
mind from cares, and makerha man have free and high 
thoughts; it makes a Beggar a Gentleman. Dzonyſizes from 
es mentem, Uo yyesw pungo, Rirring up the mind : He 
was the firſt that made bargains, and ſo it ſeems to be 
true by the Durchmen, who will make no bargains,; till 


they be well liquored. $. Bacchus is the Sun,who is both - 


Liber and Dionyſins, free from all ſublunary imperfe&i- 
ons, and freeth the world from darkneſs and inconveni- 
ences of the nipht, and pricks forward the minds of men 
ro their daily ations: He isftill young, nor ſubje ro 
ape and decay; naked,for he makes all things naked and 
open to the eye: the Author of generation of all things, 
as well as of Wine: the ſon of Fupiter,becauſe he is a part 
of Heaven, and of burned Semele,: becauſe they thought 
that the Sun was of a fiery matter 2 he dieth and reviveth 
again, when after the cold winter he recolle&s his heat, 
Arengrth and vigor » his ſleeping with Proſerpina, ſhew- 
eth his abode under our Hemiſphere : The wild beafts 
which accompany him, ſheweth the extremity of heat 
with which beafts are exaſperared. Heis a friend tro the 
Moſes, for by his influence our wits ate refined : 4 de- 
ftroyer of Amphisbena, that is, the Winter, which ſtings 
with both ends 3 for atits coming and going , it breeas 
diſeaſes and diſtempers in our bodies. He was painted 
ſomerimes like a child, ſometimes like a man, becauſe in 
rhe winter the dayes are ſhort, and his heat weak ; bur in 
ſurnmer his heat is ftrong,and days are long. He is clo- 
thed with the ſported skin of a Deer; to ſhew his ſwift- 
neſs, ard multitude of ftars with whichhe ſeems to be 
tovered at nights The travels of Bacchus do ſhew the 
motion of the Sun.g. Original fin, like —— 
ife 
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life by the death of Zve, who for her diſobedience was 
ſtruck with the thunder of Gods wrath ; and it hath been 
fomented by Adams thigh, that is, by generation. This 
unruly Evil hath travelled farther then Zacehus did, and 
hath an attendance of worſe beafts, then Tygers, Pan- 
thers,C'c. to wir,of Terrors, and of an evil confeience, 
and aual fins; it hath Cubdued all mankind. And as 
Bacchus turning himſelfintoa Lion, made all the Mari- 
nersin the Ship, wherein he was carried, leap into the 
Sea s So this Sin turned us all our of Paradiſe into the 
Sea of this world. 20; Chrift is the true Dionyſiue,

Fatheryborn ofa Woman without mans help, as the Gre- 
cians fable their Bacchus to be; and yet they give (a) 
credit ro their figment, and not unto our truth.

H* was a famous Artificer, who having killed his ſiſters 
ſon,fledto Creta,and was entertained of King Minos, 
whoſe wife Paſiphae being in love with a Bull, or a man ra- 
ther of that name, ſhe ebtainedher deſire of him by the help of 
Dzdalus, who ſhut her within a wooden Cow, and fhe brought 
Ferth the Minotaur , or man with a Bulls bead, which the 
King perceiving, ſhut the Minotaur, and Dzdalus with bi 
ſon Icarus, within the Labyrinth that Dzdalus had made; 
but by a thred he got out, and flew away with wings, which 
he bad made for himſelf and Icarus : who not obeying his fa- 
thers advice, but fliing too near the Sun,fell and was drown* 
ed: the wings he uſedwere ſails and oars. | 


The INTE» PRETER. 
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Is gone being raken with the love of Aſtronomy, 
and with the knowledg of the 22 celeſtial Signs, 
eſpecially of the Bull, which Dedatus taught her , gave 
occaſion of this fiion of Pafiphaes falling in love with 
the Bull.

Ditys as be was fr ſhing, found the Ark, which he opened,and 
found Danae, with her child, whom he brought home to his 
ewn houſe,and malutained them, Afterwards Perleus did

Foriter falling into Dayaes lap, in a ſhowt of Gold,

by the means of learned Books, men are freed from ma- 
Dy dangers, even from death and mortaliry it ſelf. For 
as Perſens was received among the Stars , ſo Learning is 
immortal, and ſhineth in the night of Death : but in this 


age, we have few Fupiters, to encourage and incite lear- 


ning with ſhowrs of Gold ; nay, rather the Gold which 
was heretofore ſhowred down upon Learned men, is 
now violently carried away, partly by theone-eyed A- 
rimaſpi , and partly by the greedy Gritfons of this age, 
who build their nefts with ſacrilegiovs gold, which will 
miviſter occaſion of continual Wars between thefe two.

I Eucalion was ſaid to make men of Rones, becauſe 

he brought them down from their habitation in 
theſtony Hills, to dwel in the fruitful Plains below. 2, 
Parnaſſus on which he was ſaved,was called firft Zarnaſſus 
from AdpraZ an Ark, or cavered Cock-boar, in which, 
he and his wife were ſaved. 3. By the circumftances of 
the Dove, which Deucalion ſent out, and by the Ark in 
which he was ſaved ; it is plain, the Scripture hath been 
uſed inthe contriving of this fiioneg. Deucaliou may be 
the type of a Minifter ; he muſt be the ſan of Prometbeys 
and of Pandora, that 3s, he muft have both prudence and 
forecaft, as alſo al] gifts: fir for his fonion.

ing father, and Dieſpiter, the father of the day, and: 
in Greek Zeus nd T8 Can, from life ; for it is he thar gives: 
life to all rhings ; by this name, they undexſtoad that divine 
power by which all things are moved and preſerved, as 
may be ſeen jr» the Epitheres giren to him by /irgthand the 
other Poets, as alſo ty the deſcriptions of him in Orpheas, 
and ethers, and by the ancient pitures: which they made of 
him:for they placgd him ina throne, to ſhew kis immurabi- 
lity : they crowned him, to ſhew bis authority : they cloa- 
thed him with garments repreſenting light and flames of 
fire, and all befparkled with Stars, to thew his heavenly 
nature and divine glory : they put 2 pair of Globes in one 
hand, the one of Amber, the other of Gold, to fignike that 
both the Globes of heayen-and earth are in his power ; in 
the other hand there is a Viol or Cttronintimating thar he 
sthe cauſe of that admirable harmony that 1s jn the world 2 
his throne is covered with a- garment of Peacacks tails, to 
fenitfie his Providence and Omnilczence ; he hath the look 
ſ; an ancient man, becauſe he is the ancient of days ; bis 
ſandals or ſhooes are green, and he treads upon Neptune's 
Trident,to ſhew that tea and land are fubje&to-him. They 
paint him ſometimes with the thunder in.his hand; to ſhew 
that he js the puniſher of impicty;ſometimethey paint him 
vith-a Scepter in-one hand, and a circle in the other, figni» 
ring that he-ig that great King who. rules the Werld ;. for 
which canſe,they place the Eaglc by him,who is the King of 
birds : they give him ſometimes the image of victory 1n his 
hand, becaufe conqueſt and 'vi&ories are from him: fome- 
times they make all his upper parts naked; the lower party: 
clothed, to-ſhew that he diſcovers himſelf tothe: Angels 
ind bleſſed ſouls, which-he doth nor to:us mortals, who ſee 
nothing of him but his lower parts; andrheſe clothed,be- 
cauſe here we fee him only in his effe&s and works, and 
lome of hjs attrjbutes, bug obſcurely, and ju a dark ſpeech,

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as {he Apoſtle ſaith, The Celtz or ancient Gauls worſhipz,/ 
ped Fupiter under the ſhape of an Oak, and ſo the Romans, 


uſed to crown Fupiters image: with oaken leaves : to ſhew 
. that he whogave being to all things,doth alſo feed them); 


for acorns were the firſt food of the old world. And for the 
Tame cauſe was he worſhipped/by the Egyptians and Aﬀy-- 


rians,under the ſhape of a ramzto ſhew us,that it 1s he:who 
feeds and cloathes us ;' and therefore the horn of his nurſe 
Amalthea wasfilled by him with all kind of food, called 
cornu copie, becauſe from him we have our food, for he 0- 
peneth-his hands, and filleth all rhings with his bleſlings, 
And to fignifie that he both rules and ſees all things, they 
repreſented him in their Hieroglyphick by a Sceprer with 
an eye onthetop of it, called Fovis oculus, Fupiters eye. 2.By 
Fupiter may be meant Kings and Judges : for as Fupiteris 
called King by the-Poets,ſo Kings were called Foves.” They 
painted him ſomerimes withoutears, ſometimes with four 
ears, to ſhew that Kings muſt have'no cars for fatterers, 
informers, and flanderers, but muſt have many ears for 
complaints and advice ; they muſt never. want ears to hear 
the grievances of their Subje&s, nor the wholſome adyice 
of their Counſellours:they gave kim alſo three eyes,where, 
of one in his forehead,to ſhew-that Princes muſt ſee more, 
and higher,and further off than private men ; their know- 
ledge muſt be more eminent and ſablime, ' Juſtice is always 
painted by Fupiterzto ſignifie that Kings a&ions mult be al- 
waysuſt, Fupiter ſubdued e£geon,:and the reſt of the Gi 
_ ants,to thew that King< muſt not ſuffer tyranny and oppreſ- 

fion to 9 away onpunifhed, Fupiter taught people who be- 

fore fed upon mens fleſh, to eat acorns, therefore the oak 
was dedicated to him;ſfo Princes ſhould endeavour tg civil- 
lize their people,and to provide by good laws fit and whot- 
ſom food for them. . Fupiter is ſaid to haye begot diyers 
daughters,which were called Prayers,intimating that Prin- 
ces muſt haye a fatherly care of their peoples intreaties and 
petitions, and:not to flight them. _ Fupiter.droveaway; the 
ſwarms of flies that-infeſted Hercules (therefore called: Muſ- 
carius) whilſt he was ſacrificing ; ſo Princes muſt drive out 
of their Kingdom all buſie bodies. & Giſturbers of religion. 
Fuplter marriedMetigwhich fignietb Counſel,and afrer be

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ſwallowed her;'be' conceived Pallas inthis brain,'ſo'Princes 
muſt unite themſelves to good:counſeHorsgand by ſwallows 
ing their good advice, their:heads ſhal be: filled with wifs 
dom ; and they ſhall produce wiſe a&ions. -Fupiter was the 
father of the Muſes, {o ſhould kings bethe Nurſing fathers 
of learned men. 3. Fupiter may: be the type of a-Tyrant,for 
his baniſhing of his father,and uſurping his Kingdom; and 
cutting) off -his teſticles, his marrying with-his.own fiſter; 
his devouring of his owl wife Mei. his raviſhed of Gany- 
med, his many whoredoms and adulteries, His transforming 
himſelf into ſo many ſhapes of beaſts and birds,as into the 
cuckow;the ſwan, the' bull and ram,&'c. What, IL ſay,do all 
theſe- mean, ' but lively -repreſent-unto' us the cruel man- 
ners,and wicked qualities of tyrants 2: Therefore when he 
began.to reign,the:golden age ceaſed, the Lambdurft play 
no longer with the Wolf, men could-notlive fecurely-and 
happily: as they did'before: .in his reign-began rebellions 
when the Giants conſpired againſt him. for what-could he 
elle expe, but that his.ſubjes ſhould rebet againſt him; 
who rebelled againſt his own father >-His advancing of the 
Swan his whore, and placing her among the ftars,'the ho-

eſtate ,. hente Mars was ſaid to be born in Threcig,to ſhew 
what a warlike Nation that waszand becauſe the horſe is a 


warlike creature,therefore he was ſacrificed to Mars:& his 


chariot was drawn by horſes in ancient piRures,he himſelf 
fitting on high in his compleat and terrible artns,both-of- 
fenfive and defenſive: Fame,having her body and wings full

3.Not without cauſe do the Fathers laugh at the Gentiles, 
who made Mars their god, that was both a murtherer, as 
alſo unjuſt, impious, mad, and perfidions, as Homer de- 
ſcribes him ; who was detained a priſoner by Yulcan for his 
adultery,'and was wounded by Drzomedes. This is that god 
from whom the Romans bragged they had their original, 
whom they made the Patron of their City, and dedicated 
the firſt month of theyear to him, aſſigned to him certain 
Prieſts whom they called $alii,and many divine honors : I 
wiſh that Chriſtians, who profeſs themſelves the Diſciples 
of the Prince of peace,did not too much worfhip this impi- 
ous god of war ; we ere& not temples and altars to him 


abroad, but we do this in our hearts ; we do not ſacrifice to 


him horſes alone, but men alſo,even thoſe for whom Chrift 
died:ſo that neither Lemnos nor Thracza did more adore him 
than Chriſtians do. But however the Gentiles worſhipped 
him ; yet Homer tells us,that Fupizer hated him:T am conki- 
dent that the true God, whoſe name is Fehovg Shalom, the 
Lord our peace, hates and deteſts wars among brethren of 
the ſame faith ; for he breaks their bows,knaps their ſpears 
in ſunder,and burns their chariots in the fire, I wiſh with 
St. Auſtingthat it were as certain there were no war, as it is 
certain that Mars is no god: Ytinam quam mauifeſtum eſt 
od non fit Deus, tam non ſit bellum;Lib,7.de Civit.cap.1 4. But 
among us,ſo long Mars muſt be worſhipped by us, 4. Mars 
is deſcribed by the Poets as a great enemy to Minerva, the 
goddeſs of Wiſdom and Arts'z we ſee by experience how 
rrue this is; for wiſdom,arts,learning, juſtice,and true pie- 
ty ate trampled upon in time-of war.

ones ate honoured with triumphs, 8, Mars was conceived 
of Funs by touching a lower : what is more ſpecious tothe 
eyc,and yet what more frivolous then a flower 2 by this we 
may fee, that rich and-potent men have fſpegious pretences 
for their wars ; bur whenthey are fifted, they,prove yo leſs 
frivolous they a fading flower: 9.

bis head and feet are winged, ;and he begat of bis fiſter Venus

"+ E is called Mercurius, quaſs Medius current ;' for 
« 1 ſpeech, whereof he is Ga to be god, is that which 

runs between man and man,and by which we converſe one 
with another:and Merchants by this trade with each other: 
therefore hes called 'the God of Merchants : ai:d-by the 
Greek Hermes,from $eplweyen, that is, Interpretation: for 
ſpeech is the interpreter of the mind: And to ſhew the force 
of eloquencezthey painted him drawing of people after him 
by the ears with a ſmall chain reaching out of his month; 
therefore they called him the Mefſenger- and: Embafla- 
dour of the gods'; for eloquence is required in Princ6s 


Embaſſadors.' Or this fition'may ſhew'that they 'whb are 


born when Mercnry bears rule in their: Horoſcope,are inges 
nuous,and eloquent, and nimble aifo both in their wits and 
fingers: for he was a notable thief,who ſtole from Admetus, 
his oxen ; from Apollo, his arrows ; from Pulcan, his tongs ; 
from Yenus,her-girdle:from Neptune,histrident,and would 
bave ſtole Fupiters thunder roo, if he had dared, ' -2. 'He 
was the finder out of the Harp or'Lute ; he taught the E- 
pyptians all Arts & Sciences, he'taught men to leave theit 
rudeneſs, and become civil 'and' religious : therefore they 
make him fill ro be waiting upon the gods,eſpecially.upon 
Fupiter : I think to let us ſee, that learned and wiſe men 
thould be entertained in Princes Courts : and ſach as are 
eloquent and ingenuous, 3. They write that he ſucked 
the breaſts of Furs : to ſhew us,as I ſuppoſe,that Funo,that 


is, rich and'potent Princes ought to be the nurſing fathers, 


and nurfing mothers of learned and eloquent men. 4. They 
uſed to paint Mefcuries pifture on their doors,that he being 
the god of Thieves,might keep off other thieves|from their 
Ink : agoodly religion that puniſhed men for thieyin 

' and yet adored him for their god, who was the Aiithor and 
Patron of thieves and thieving. 5.” They called him the 
ſon of Fupiter; to ſhew,thateloquence, ſciences,and'inge- 
nuous Arts are the gift of God.' ' 6. They made hin wing- 
| Ed both in his head and feet, to ſhew the ſwiftneſs and va- 


rious motions of the Planet Mercury, and the nimbleneſs. 
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of their wits, tongues, and fingers, who are born under that 
ſtar: asalſo the nimble force and power of eloquence in 
moving mens affe&ions. 7. Hekilled (by Fupiters com- 
mand) many-ecy*'d 4rgus; to ſhew,as I concelve,that Prin-. 
ces by the tongues of eloquent Oratours, are able to tame 
and ſubdue the many-eyed multitude, which are ſooner 
brought in ſubjeQion by tongues, than by iwords : there. 
fore the tongue was conſecrated,and offered in ſacritices to 
Mercury. bs -

For this cauſe they gaye power to Mercury, to p_eng 
ſtorms and tempeſts:for as Neptune ſetleth the tempeſtuous 
ſeas ; ſo doth Mercury, or eloquence, pacike a ttormy and 
tempeſtuous State. 8. T find that ſometimes Mercury and 
Minerva were painted together, to ſhew how needful-the 
tongue and hand are to get wiſdom the one by ſpeaking, 
the other by writing : and that all Common-wealths ſtand 
in need of cloquent men,and'skilful Artificers: for by Lbe- 
ral ſciences,and handicrafts,the State is ſupported : ' And 
is it not fitting thar they'who are verbal profeſlors, and 
Mercuries in their tongues,ſhould be alſo Minerva'sintheir 
hands,and doers of good works ? 9, Mercury was painted 
with a rod in his hand wrapt about with two Serpents em- 
braceing each other : by which is ſignified, that eloquence 
muſt be joyned with wiſdom, whereofthe Serpent is the 
emblem ; and where wiſdom and eloquence are conjoyned 
there the State is well governed, which is ſignified by the 
rod or Scepter, the ſymbol of Government. By this rod 
alſo is ſhewed, that the moſt brutiſh and ſerpentine difpo - 
fitions are made tame, and brought to agreement by elo- 
quence, as'two Serpents are upon Mercuries rod : which is 
called Caducews a cadendo: for all rger and hoftiJity falls 
to the ground when that rod doth mediate, that is, when 
eloquence doth interpoſe : therefore Princes Embaſſadors 
that are employed to mediate a peace, are called Caducea- 
tres. 10, I find, that Mercnry is painted in ſome piQures 
not only with winged head and feet, but alſo with a Purſe 
in his hand ; to ſhew, that he is the god of gain, which is 
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rot got but by diligence, expedition, and wit ; hence he js 
painted with a Goat and a Cock by him, to ſhew that ag 
Vigilancy, whereof the Cock is the emblem, 1s required jn 
a Merchant, and in him that will be rich; ſo likewife muſt 
he venture,and overcome all difficulties, as the Goat that 
clambers up the higheſt Rocks. Or if it be true that the 
Goat breathes not with his noſe,but with his ears z then by 
this may be meant, that from the mouths of Oratours' the 
minds of the rude multitude are ted, and live by the ears, 
and to ſhew that vigilancy and ſagacity are requited in 
thoſe that will be rich,eloquent,and learned. Mercury was 
worſhipped ineZgypt,under the ſhape of Anubis with a dogs 
head. 11. Mercury may fignifie the-Syn, for his wings may 
repreſent the Suns velocity 2 his killing of 4rgus may ſhew 
that the Suns appearance puts ,out the light of the Star 
to us, which ſeems to be as ſo many eyes of heaven, The 
Sun ſeems to look upon us with a threefold aſpeR, pale, 
red,and blew ; the firſt preſages rain, the ſecond winds,the 
third ſerenity ; therefore it was perhaps, that they painted 
Mercury with three heads upon a ſquare ſtone, to fignifie 
the four parts of the world, or the four ſeaſons of the year, 
And, to ſhew that the Sun-never grows old, ot decays 'in 
ſtrength, they painted Mercury always young, beatdleſs, 
and chearful ; and perhaps that pifure of Mercury like a 
youth carrying of a ram, may fignifie that the Sun ſeems to 
grow young, and makes the world Jook youthful, when he 
enters into the ſign ofthe Ram in. the Zodiack. 12, Be- 
cauſe he was held the God of Speech, therefore they miade 
him allo the God of bargajns and ſales ; hence he was ca]- 
Jed *A3z9g2T©,, the god of the Markcts (Mercurins & mer- 
ando,) and his Image was wont to be erected in the Mar- 
I Frag ; for without ſpeech there cannot be buying and 
felling. and we ſce how nimble tongued ſhop- keepers are 
when they are ſelling thejr wares, as if they were ſons of 
Mercury, 13. He is always painted with his head Toves 
red, to ſhew, that nimble, cunning, and crafty heads ſel- 
dom diſcover theis intents, but fill have a cloak (as we 
{ay) or ſome pretence for their aQtions,ſo rhat Argus him- 
ſelf is deceived by them,and they that are moſt vigilant and 
quick-fighted are ſometimes oyer-xeached, 14, Nimble- 
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torigued Mercury ſtood upona ſquare ſtone ;I wiſh that our 
fair ſpoken and nimble-tongu'd profefiors would prove 
conſtant in their ways, and ſquare in their a&ions.

which alſo other waters make in their running 3 for which 
cauſe alſo I think the Muſes were called Ny mphs, and 
becauſe they drunk Water rather than Wine: Notwith- 
ſtanding Horace ſpeaks againſt Water-drinkers, that they 
Cannot be good Poets: He loved Wine and Wenching too 
well, to believe his commendation of either : a far better 
Poet than he, who was called the Virgin Poet, both for his 
temperance, and abſtinence, was no Wine-bibber ; I find 
that wine in ſome dul and. Phlegmatick bodys,may a little 
help the invention ; yet doubtleſs it is an enemy to judg- 
ment, - which is moſt of all required in a Poet : They were 
called alſo Libethrides, from that Well in Magneſ#a,dedica- 
ted to the Muſes z and Theſpiades from a Town called Theſ- 
pia, in Beoriz ; and 1ifides from Tlifſms, a River of Attica;

ments according to the diverſity of fins;and ſometimes ſhe 
is painted naked, fitting on a ſquare ſtone, becauſe. Juſtice 
muſt-be open, not hid ;- ſquare and ſtedfaſt, not moyable 
and unconſtant. 4. Nemeſis is ſometimes deſcribed to us 
with wings, and a crown on her head, ſtanding upon a 
wheel, with a cup in her hand, on which are engraven the 
Ethiopians ; The wings ſhew the celerity and ſwiftneſs of 
Vengeance purſuing after wicked menzthe crown ſignifieth 
the command and dominion of Gods juſtice in the world, 
on which were carried Stags,and ſmall pi&ures of Vitory 
witk palms, to ſhew that Juſtice or Revenge keep men in 
awe, and make them fearful, and that the fame juſtice is a 
Conqueror or Victor over the world. ;- the cup with the 
Ethiopians fhews that Vengeance can vvyertake a finner 
though he run to the-remotett parts of Ethjopia; the wheel 
Ggnifieth the World, which is ſubje&ed- to the feet of Ju- 
ſtice, 5. By Nemeſis, the.Sun may be meant ;'therefore the 
Egyptians placed her above the Moon, by which is fignifi- 
ed,that the ſeat of Juſtice or Vengeance is in heaven ; & as 
the Sun ſeeth all things;ſa-doth divine juſtice ; from which 
nothing can be concealed, The Sun illuſtrates obſcure 
things, and obſcureth | things lucid ; ſo Nemefis or Juſtice 
raiſeth the humble.and humbleth the proud; bringing them 
to obſcurity that ſhine like ſtars in the world, and raiſing 
them out of darkneſs to the light of honor, who have been 
Jow in their own eyes As by the ſuns heat and light the 
earth is beautified and. made- fruitful ; ſo it is by Juſtice, 
that States and Kingdomsflouriſh and proſper, 6. Nuns 
or Neunms. Nemefss fignifieth both revenge and diſtribu+ 
won ; for Juſtice is twofold, punitive and diſtributive,o 
remuneratlive ; not only is juſtice the puniſher of ner 


. neſs, but allo the rewarder of goodneſs. | 7. Fupiter fell 


in love with Nemeſis, and-was cheriſhed in her boſome in 
the form of a white Swan, of which two was engendered an 
egg, and of this the fair. Heleng: By this (I ſuppoſe); may 
be meant, that Princes ought to be in love with Juſtice; 
but withal they muſt be white and unſpotted Swans in 


their lives : for how can a wicked Prince, whoſe life is fo

E was the god of the Sea, the ſon of Saturn and Ops, the 

busband of Amphitrite ; of whom,and of ſea-Nympbs be 

begos multitudes of children; he,with Apollo,built the walls of 
Troy, and was the firſt that taught men horſemanſhip.

v3 He Gentiles gave.divers names to.one and theſame 
| powet ofGod:asitiis diffuſed into divers parts ofthe 
world ; inheaven it is called Fupizer,' in the fire Yalcan, in 
the air Funo, in the waters Neptunez 1n the earth Veſta, &c. 
ſo that by Neptune: they meantthat power which is in the 
ſea, moving it with diverſe: motiqns; - preſerving it from. 
putrefaQiony and. reſtraining it from drowning the earth 
for which cauſe perhaps'they gave him a Trident,or thrge 
forked Scepter s and as by Neptune they underſtood the.di- 
vine power or nature of the Sea, ſo by Amphitrite they 
meant the body 'or-matter of the Sea, of which multitudes 
of fiſhes are engendred, ,which they. called the children of 
Neptune. 2, He is ſaid' to find out the uſe of Horſmans 
ſhip, becauſe one of that name taught men firſt to ride; or 
elſe becauſe ſhips ſeem to ride on the fea, as horſes on the 
land ; therefore Plautus calls a ſhip a wooden horſe, Nolo 
vehi equo ligneo: or. clſe becauſe ſudden eruptions of the ſea 
have cauſed men to get on horſeback for.the greater expes 
dition,to avoid drowning, who perhaps otherwiſe had'not 
ridatall ; or it may be, that ſome horſe might be ſeen 
ſnimming towards the ſhore,which had eſcaped from ſhip= 
wrack, which might give occaſion to the 1gnorant country 
people to ſuppoſe, that Neptune gave the firlt horſe, for 
which cauſe he was called iTm@ Iloe/oy Neptune: the

and among the reſt, Triton is called Neptunes Trumpeter by 
the'Poers, at the ſound of whoſe ſhell-Trumpet the ſea 
ceaſeth to rage ; becauſe ſome ſex'monſters have appeared 
t-fuch a form as they deſcribe Triton, and they ſeldom ap* 
pear but after a torm jo a great calm :'and as for Pa/omon 
or Portunuhe was the god of harbours, whom ſea-men' ho» 
houted with ſacrifices upon their returning from any voy- 
age.'

nies had blue, which is the ſea-colour. Qr I think rather, 
that the horſes whereofNeptyne was god are the ſea-horſes, 
called Hippocampi, having two fore-feet like thoſe of an 
horſe, and the tayl or hinder part ofa fiih z and therefore 
this, as all other manſtrous fiſhes are called by the Poets,

1fius, Belliſartus,and many others can witneſs : we may ſee 
with Solomon, Princes ſometimes walk on foot,and beggars 
fit on horſeback, 13. In Neptune we may ſee the picture 
of a Tyrant,for tyrants delight in tormenting men, as it-1s 
recorded of Tiberius, Phalarjs, Mezentius, and others;1o did 
Neprune in continual vexing and tormeniting of #lyſſes 
whom he would not drown, but kept him alive,that he might 
be ſtill vexing of him: Again tyrants do cauſeleſly and 
injurioufly put men to death; ſo did Neptune when he 
ſent out the ſea-calves to affright Hippolyt's his horſes, by

And laſtly,as theGreeks called 
Neptune, Popdong,that is,mvar ei dlL38,making the image, bee 
cauſe, of all theelements, water only repreſents or makes

. Chriſt that made us at firſt to the image of God, and after- 
ward repaired this image,being decayed in us;a fit work for 
him,who is the expreſs and eſſential image of his Farher.

The turning of N76be into a tone, 1s to 
ſhew the nature ang greatneſs of her grief and ſorrow, 
which made her ſtupid and benummed, and in a manner 
ſenſeleſs ; for paruz cure loquuntur,ingentes ſtupent : or elſe 
it may fignifie the ſtone-monumet that ſhe erefted to her 
ſelf and children ; or that rock in Phrygia, which afar off 
ſeems to be a woman weeping, by reaſon of the ſprings of 
water flowing from thence.

the night, perhaps becauſe more die naturally by night 
than by day « for nature is weaker by night than by day, 
and leſs able to reſiſt ſickneſs or death,by reaſon of theSuns 
abſence, who is the Author of life and health.

Phaeton 
was an Aſtronomer, who ſpent much time in obſerving the 
courſe or motion of the Sun, therefare was called his 
Son; but dying before he could bring his obſeryations 
to perfe&tion, was ſaid to, be Killed by Fupiters thunder, 
for even the natural death of a young man ſeems to be 
violent, 3, So begot Phaeton of the Nymph Clymene, 
which is from xavep to overflow ; by this is intimated,that ' 
of tae heat of the Sun, and of .moyſture, fruits are ingen- 
dred, which from their appearance or ſhooting out ofthe 
earth and tree, are called Phaeton from gaivwy appearing ;

have reference 'to the golden age of this world,; in which 
men lived till they were very aged, -which'was expreſled by 
Saturnes gray hairs and worn garment: which garment alſo 
ſhews, that.men were-not then given to pride and curipht 
or Apparel; His bare head ſhewed. the honeſty and trut 
that. was then, which indeed is naked ; whereas lyings falf- 
hood and deceitare ſtill covered. 5, $4turn taugbt the Ita 
lians the uſe of husbandry, therefore he was called Stercur 
lius from dunging of the ground, the hook or fickle is the 
inſtrument of mowing or: reaping ot-Corn, the gray hairs; 
bare head, aud ragged garment, ſhew, that husbandmen 
live long, have hardy bodies, and are net nice in'their ap- 
parel. '6. Saturn devoured all his'children except. Fupiter, 
Funs, Neptune, and Pluto, to fignifie that all compounded 
bodies are deſtroyed by time: but the fourElements, to wit, 
Fire, Air, Water,and Earth, becauſe of their ſimple nature, 
are not ſubje& to corruption, 7. I: find Saturn deſcribed

as Tertullian ſhews, were initiated in a ſcarlet garment 
which they uſed to wear, a fit colour to expreſs their ſan- 
guinary diſpoſition ; --to theſe (it ſeems) the Roman Car- 
dinals have ſucceeded, both in their colour and bloudy 
mindsz,- who are guilty. of the bloud of many thouſand 
good Chriſtians : ſo that at this day Rome is fill #rbs Sq- 
zu1nig, and the Popes Palace may be called Sedes Saturnia, 
and his feſtival days Sytirnglia. 12, Wax Tapers of Can- 
dles were wont to .be burned upon Satafns- Altar, to ſhew 
that he brought the light of knowledge and civility into 
Italy, Which before lived in the darkneſs of ignorance and 


rudeneſs : therefore inhis Feſtivals kept in" December, the 


Romays uſed ro ſend away Candles, and other preſents 
(which they called $atumynajin); to each other : from hence 
(it ſeems) the Papiſts borrowed their 'caſtom* of burning 
wax Candles on their Altars,- and the giving of New-years 
gifts. 13, Saturn islo called I Satnrandy, from filling or 
ſatisfying ; forthe being the firſt that taught men the uſe 
of Corn, did fill or ſatishe them ; aud as he did fill, ſo his 
wife the Earth did help; therefore ſhe was- called Ops : 
I4. By. Saturn we may underſtand the trees, herbs, and 
plants; with the fraits of which men and beaſts are filled : 
the cutting off his Genirals, is the pulling off the fruit from 
the trees ; the caſting of them into the ſea, is the drowning 
of them in the moyſture of the ftomach, which being dige= 
ſted and converted into bloud, begets Penas 3 for without 
fruits, eſpecially of Bacchus, and Cerer, friget Venus, there 
would: be no copulation nor.procreation': the covering of 
Saturn's head may fignifie(as Fulgentius obſerves,Myth.l.1.) 
that the fruits, or plants and trees are covered with leaves. 
15. The binding of Saturn, and caſting him into hell, may 
hgnifie how the motion of the ſtar Sarurn is ſlow, and 
ſcarce perceptible by us, 'by reaſon of its vaſt diſtance, ſo 
that jt ſeems to ſtand till; .and. becauſe it is ſo far off from 
'our fight, he was ſaid to, be in hell; 16, During the time

The Sirenes were whoreg,who dwelt upon 
the coaſt of Ttaly, who by their inticements allured men 
aſhore, where they loſt both their time and. their money, 
and this was little better than ſhipwrark. 4. By the Sirens 
are underſtood: carnal and worldly pleaſurs, by which ma- 
ny thouſands are devoured ; the Virgin face of Parthenope, 
the ſweet voice of Legea, and the white skin of Leucofias 
are baits by which whoriſh Sirens draw young inconfide- 
rate gallants on the rocks, and deſtory them in their ſouls, 
bodies, and eſtates: therefore it becomes us, with Orphe us, 
to tune up the melodiougs Harp of Gods Word, which may 
drown their voice and bewitching Muſick: or elfe,with #- 
lyſſes, to tye our ſelves with the cords of Reaſon,that theſe 
half unreaſonable creatures (for ſo the Szrens are exprefied 
in that they were but half women) tnay not ſo fax preyail, 
as todeſtroy our ſouls and deyour eur eſtates : or elſe let 
us ſtop our ears, as #lyſſes did the ears of his fellows with 
wax, that they may not hear the chaunting of their yoice ; 
and with the Adder, that we may not be charmed with the 
yoice of fuch inchanters. - 5. The Sirens uſed:to fit their 
ſongs for every mans humour, that they might gain all: by 
this the nature of flattery is ſhewed, which ſooths up men 
in their kumours ; and applyes it ſelf to that which ts 
moſt pleaſing to the man whom flattery works upon, whe=- 
ther it be pride, luxury, covetouſneſs, or any other vice ;

Sibylla Delphics was the moſt anct- 
ent of them all.; ſhe was born at Delphz,and lived long be- 
fore the Trojan wars, the deſtrugion .of which ſhe pro- 
phefied ; and *tis thought that Homer inſerted many of her 
verſes into his works. S7byllg Erythrea, Latantius ſaith, was 
a Babylonian, as ſhe confefleth cher ſelf, about the end of 
her third book of Oracles: as all the $ibyls propheſied 
ſomething of Chriſt, ſo ſhe did moſt fully ang clearly , 
which yerſes were not made by any Chriſtian ſince Chriſt, 
but by her or-ſogme other before Chriſt was born, as Euſe« 


bizs makes it clear out of Twly, who travſlated them, and 


lived before Chriſt : whether ſhe lived before or after'the

they begin to loath.and, hate their former,evil courſes and 
wicked lives, and repent that-they ſpent their time in ſuch 
yanities, whereof ,now they reap no other fruit but ſhame 
and confuſion. Laſtly, They come to croſs Cocyrus, which is 
the river of lamentation and complaint,which their friends 
rake that part with them : 'and they themſelves, both for 
their former follies,and for loſing their former delights and 
vanities. Theſe riversarcfaid to flow from Pluto*s throne, 
becauſe the remembrance of that dominion which death 
ſhall have over themis the cauſe of theſe ſorrows and com-/ 
plaints. Some add the fourth river,called Phlegeton, from 
Burning, by which may be meant the wrath of God which 
burneth like a river'of brimſtone. - 3. Becauſe YiFory, the 

daughter of Styxzafſiſted Fupiter againſt the Titans, there- 
fore he::beſtowed this. tionour upon her, that none of the 
gods ſhould ſwear by Styx in vain : whoſoever did,was de- 
barred from Nefar and Ambrofia for a whole year; The rea- 
ſon why they. would not ſwear by Styx, is, becauſe to ſwear 

by any thing is to honour it ; but they would not honour 

that which is ſo repugnant to their nature ; for Styx fignifi- 

eth ſorrow or hatred, of which the gods are not capable, 

ſeeing their life confiſteth in joy and love, But by this we 

ſee what ſhame it is for Chriſtians to take Gods name in 

vain, ſeeing the Gentile-gods would not take the name of 
Styx in vain; What can ſuch Chriftians look for,that have 

no more-reverence to Gods ſacred Name, but to be debar- 

red from:Nefar and Ambroſig,even from life and immorta- 

lity 2' Foy- the Lord will not holl them guilile(s that take his 

Name in vain. 4. As Styx afliſted Fupiter againlt the Titans g 

ſo Acheron afliſted them by affording water to them-when- 
they fought againſt Fupiter: therefore as Styx was honoured - 
for her loyalty ; ſo 4cheron for diſloyalty is thruſt down to 

hell. By this Princes are taught to reward their faithful and 

loyal ſeryants, and to puniſh ſuch as ſeek their ruine. |

Here 
alſo we may fee the condition of a bloody Tyrant, who is 
in continual fear and anxiety 3 as Dzionyfius ſhewed to the 
flattering Philoſopher, ſetting before him a Princely Table | 
richly furnifhed, but durſt not eat becauſe of the naked 
ſword which hang by a horſe hair over hishead; ſo over 
Tantalus a great ſtone hangs, ready to fallupon:him,. Atr& 
flex, jam jam lapſura' 3 and the Furies fit at his table with 
grim countenances, ſnaky hairs, and burning torches, in» 
timating the terrours of an evil conſcience,which fuffer not 
the Tyrant to enjoy or take delight in allthis plenty or out- 
ward ſplendour 3 as we' read of that bloody King, who 
murthered Boetizs and Symmachus; Furtarum.maxima juxia 
Actubat, & manibus prohibet contingere menſus. 9. Pelops 
married with fair Hippodamza,. the daughter of King Qeno- 
maus, whoſe horſes none of all her Suitors-could tamezthere- 
fore many loſt their lives,only Pelops obtained her;to ſhew 
that they only ſhall obtajn true happineſs, who can ſubdue 
the untamed and unruly horſes of their luſts and affe&ions: 
but moſt-men are overcome by them, thereforc they come 
ſhort of Hippodamiaand lofe their lives ;, only he that with 
Pelops is innocent, wiſe, and valorous, ſhall attain-to this 
happineſs. 10.Tantalzs was puniſhed: both for his cruelty in

zurned into a Swallow, and ſo eſcaped him ;, and be into a Lap-> 
wing ; but Philomela into a Nightingel.

tained by Eloquence, Perſwafion, and Nunty, Io, Mars 
cel{us built the Temple of Yenus, after the ſuBduing of $y- 
r4c4[a52 mile from the City ; but Fezys hath her Temples 
no where ſo frequent as within our Cities : by this wemay 
ſee how much we degenerate from the Roman modeſty, 
Lt. Venus was wont ſometimes to be painted ſitting upon a 
Goat, and treading upon a Snail ; to ſhew that a modeſt 
woman ſhould ſubdue goatiſh wantonnefs, and fhould,like 
the Snajl, carry her houſe about her, and give her ſelfto 
filence;z ' for the Tortoiſe or Snail wants a Tongue, 
12, Venus Armata Was: painted in her compleat Arms, in 
memory of the Lacedemonian Women, who put the Meſ- 
ſenians to flight 3 but, I think, this was to let us ſee, that 
militat omni amans, every Lover is a Souldijer, and that 
no ſword is ſharper than Yenus her Launce ; and that he 
who is in love mult have a good Head-piece, Corſlet, and 
Target to keep off the dildainful repulſes of a proud or 
coy.

leſs 1s ment, that Wantonneſs and Venery begets ſhame 
and ſorrow, when upon ſerious thought men call to mind 
how they bave loſt their youth by the Bore of intemperance 
and luſt, 16. Fenus and Mars were found together in one 
bed, and Bacchus was her Armour-bearer ; this is to let us 
ſee, thatthey are given to Adultery, in whoſe Nativity 
Mars and Venus meet ; and it is known how much Souldiers 
are addifted to Venery, By this alſo they would ſhew, 
that generation conſiſteth in heat and moyſture, expreſſed 
by Mars and Yenus : But Bacchus is fitteſt'to be her Armour- 
bearer; for Wine furniſheth Venus with courage and yi- 
gour, Sine Cerere @ Bacchs friget Venus : theretore Wine 
was offered in the ſacrifices of the Terreſtrial or Popular 
Venus, but never inthe ſacrifices of the Coleſtial Venus 
for Wine is an enemy rather than a friend to divine Con- 
templation : for which cauſe the ſacrifices of Mercury, the

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gins: if at any time theſe lamps went out,the Veſtal Nuns 
were. puniſhed with death z they were let down by a 
Ladder into a deep Vault, with ſome meat and drink, and - 
a light by them, that ſothey might not be thought to ſuf-= 
fer a violent death, but might die by degrees, as their food 
and light failed them. "This going out of the Veſtal fire, 
and the puniſhment of her Virgins was alwaies. held omi- 
nous and fatal to the-State of Rome : T am ſure it is an 
ominous thing to our State ; and indeed the ruine of it is 
portended by the going out of the fire of love and charity 
amongſt us, which ought to burn perpetually on the altars 
of our hearts. 3. As on Yeſia's altar burned two lamps, 
which if they went out: were. not to be kindled again by 
any earthly fire,but by the Ccleſtial heat of the Sunzeven 
ſo there ſhould burn and ſhine on the Altars of our hearts 
the two lamps of love, to wit, the love of God and of our 
neighbour ; which being extinguiſhed, cannot be kindled. 
2gain, but by the Caleſtial fire of Gods Spirit, which de-. 
ſcended upon the Apoſtles in fiery tongues, ' 4, From Feſta 
the threſholds and porches of houſes were called Veftibulg, 
for they were conſecrated to her ; and in them the Romans 
did eat and drink as we do in our Parlours ; intimating, 
that all their food came from the earth :; and therefore in 
all ſacrifices ſhe was firſt nominated before any other gods; 
becauſe without the benefits and increaſe of the earth, 
there could be no ſacrifice ; and becauſe there ean'be no 
kouſe-keeping or families maintained without food, which 
is the benefit and fruit of the earth :they made her one,yea, 
the chiefeſt of their PENATE$,or howhold gods, 5, Upon 
the top of Yeſta's Temple ſtood the Image of Veſts, holding 
little Fupiter in her arms, becauſe it was ſaid that ſhe 
fed Fupiter in his infancy it is the earth indeed that feeds 
us all, both rich and poor, Princes and beggars, 6, When 
all the other gods move abroad in their Chariots,only Veſts 
is ſajd to ſtay at home,or to remain unmoveable in Fupiters 
houſe ; by this they meant, that of all the fimple' bodies, 
the ;earth only remains unmoveable in the midſt of Fu» 
piteys houle, that is, in the air, which doth encompals her 
round about, 7. Veſta taught men art firſt to build houſes ; 
therefore ſhe was held the chief of the houſhold-gods F 
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and it may be ſhe taught them to wear cloaths alſo, there; 


fore ſhe is called Feſta 2 veftiendo ; or becauſe ſhe is the 
Earth, ſhe may be ſo called, in that the earth is clothed 
with Graſs, Flowers, Plants, and Trees ; and indeed, ſhe is 
our Mother that feeds us, therefore called Pales, the god- 
deſs of Fodder ; and fhe clothes us alſo, hence ſhe is called 
Ave, quaſi yii wing. And though ſhe be a Mother,yet 
ſhe is called a Virgin, and was ſeryed by. yirgins only ; as 
ſhe is taken for the Earth, ſhe is the Mother of all living 
Creatures ; asfor the Fire, ſhe is a Virgin,for nothing is 
engendred of Fire ; and as all things are made of the earth, 
ſo are they turned into the carth again; therefore the Gre- 
cians uſed to begin, and to end their ſacrifices with Veſts ;

IFN the perſon of #lyſſes we have painted out untous, the 

afteQions and ſufferings of a wiſe and good man ; the 
firſt wiſe ation of his, that we read of, was this, that he 
fhewed his averſeneſs to go to war by counterfeiting him- 
ſclfmad, when he plowed with beaſts of a different na- 
ture, and ſowed Salt inſtead of Corn; no wiſe man will 
be too haſty to undertake a War : Omnia prius tentanda 
quam ad arma veniendum. 2, He ſhewed his wiſdom in 
diſcovering of Achilles diſguiſed in womans apparel, and 
getting him to go along with him to the War, Strength and 
Policy muſt go together, for the one without the other 
will do little good : #trumque per ſe indigens, alterum alte= 
' 1ius auxilio eget, Zaluſt. Which Ylyfſes ſhewed, when not 
truſting to his own wit and policy alone, he carried long 
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with him Heycules his Arrows; the policy of Hlyſſes with 
the Arrows of Hercules can do any thing in Wars. 
3- He ſhewed his wiſdom in removing from Troy. ſe- 
cretly the Aſhes of. Laomedon, and the Palladium or Image 
of Pallas, in which the ſafety of Troy confiſted; for it 
was impregnable ſo long as that remained there ; a wiſe 
man will not go about the performance of any great a&i- 
on till he hath removed all impediments and obſtacles out 
of the way. 4, He ſhewed his wiſdom in killing Rheſus 
the King of Thrace, and leading away his Horſes before 
they had taſted of Xanthus; for until that was done, na 
hope of prevailing againſt Trop; There is no hope of de. 
ſroying ſpiritual Babylon, or the Kingdom of Antichriſt, 
until firſt we remove their Reliques and Images, aud de- 
ſtroy their Hierarchy. 5. His wiſdom was ſeen in bjnd- 
ing hjs fellows, and bringing them home, who had for- 
Sot to return having taſted of the herb Lotos, Ir is wiſ- 
dom to ſubdue all delightful pleaſures, which. make us 
(44 the Lotos did Hlyſſes his fellows ) forget to- return 

ome into the way of Righteouſneſs, out of which we have 
wandered, and have refuſed to return, being ſtupifyed 
with the pleaſing vanities. of this World, 6.'It was a 
wiſea& in aim to thruſt out the eye of the drunken Giant 
Polyphemus, and by this means to free himſelf and his fel. 
lows under the Sheeps bellies from being devoured by 
him in his Cave; If we be wiſe, and cloath' our ſelves 
with Innocency, we ihall eſcape any.danger, eſpecially if 
with Wiſdom and Innocency we joyn Sobriety ; for ſo- 
ber Mlyſſes, though weak, maſtered the drunken Gianr 
Polyphemus, though incredibly ſtrong, 7, It was not the 
leaſt part of wiſdom in him to reſcue his fellows from 


Circes inchantments, and cauſing her by his drawn Sword. 


to reſtore them again to. their own ſhaps, being turned 
into beaſts by her witchcrafts, from which transformation 
he was free himſelf, having received a Medicine to 
that purpoſe from Mercury : He that hath true Chriſtian 
wiſdom and yalour will not be taken with the inchant» 
ings of Whores, The Word of God is a better Medi- 
cine than Mercuries was, and a ſharper Sword than that 
of #lyſſes ; by which we may be enabled to ey. our 
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ſelves from fornication and other unlawful ___ and 
alſo to reſcue and fave others. 8, As he ſhewed his cou- 
rage in going down to hell, ſe his wiſdom was ſeen in re- 
turning thence, Affi&ions and crofles is the hell through 
which Gods children muſt paſs: therefore we had need of 
Chriſtian magnanimity and wiſdom, that we may over- 
come the many difficulties thereof, 9, He ſhewed the part 
of a wife man in ſtopping the ears of his fellows that they 
might not hear the — n__ of the Sirens; and 
cauſed himſelf to be bound faſt to the maſt, that he might 
not have power to goto them;every wiſe Chriſtian ſhould 
ſtop his ears from hearing the enticing ſongs of ſinful plea- 
ſures, and ſhould bind himſelf with the cords of Reaſon, 
that he'may not be drowned in the Sea of ſhame and con- 
fuſion, 10, He did wiſcly in ſailing between Scylls and 
Charibdi, to keep the middle way, for ſo he eſcaped the 
danger of both, It were happy if we had this point of 
wiſdom,not to come tao near the Rock of preſumption on 
the right hand, nor of deſperation on the left, x1, His 
wiſdom and- valour were ſeen in killing the Suitors that 
ſpent his eſtate, and went about to withdraw his Penelopes 
affection from kim ; Let us ſhew the ſame wiſdom and va- 
Jour in maſtering the Devil, the World, the Fleſh, and all 
our ſins, which ( like ſo many importunate ſuitors } go 
about to draw away our ſouls, which ought to be our chaſte 
Penelope. 12, But in this life is no perfeQion ; wiſe #- 
lyſſes committed ſome as of folly ; as when he falſly ace 
cuſed Palamedes, and facrilegiouſly robbed the Temple of 
Minerva, and carleſly ſuffered his men to look into the 
bag where the winds were bound up by eZolws, and to kill 
the cattel of Sol, which cauſed both his long navigation 
and ſhipwrack in which he loſt all his fellows, *Tis true, 
he ſlept when his fellows looked into the bag, and killed 
the Oxen : by which we ſec, how dangerous a thing it is for 


2 Prince to be careleſs and ſecure, or for people to be cu- 


rious in prying into Gods ſecrets, or prophane in medling 

with what belongs to God ; as alſo covetons:for theſe men 

looked into the bag or bladder,ſuppoling they ſhould have 

found it full of oo : He failed alſo in having too much 

familiarity with the Witch Circe. But we ſee in him Gods - 
| providence 
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providence towards them that are in affliction ; for when 


| he had loſt all by ſhipwrack, he was. relieved by Calypſo, 


then by Leucothoe, then by Naufica, and at laſt, by the help 
of Minervg, came ſafely home, and enjoyed his own King- 
dom .having killed all his enemies; ſo after we, have 
fought the good fight, we ſhall at laſt obtain the crown of 

righteouſneſs. - 


VULCANUS. 


HE was the Son of Jupiter and Juno, whe for bis defor- 


mity was thruſt out of heaven, and fell inthe Iſle Lem- 
nos, with which fall he grew lame, and was the (mith of the 
gods; his ſhop was in Lemnos, where with the Cyclopes he 
makes Jupiters thunder, and the armour of the gods againſt the 
Giants,

L_ Egyptians were wont to paint Fupiter putting an 
& egge outof his mouth, and out of that Yulcan pro- 
ceeding 3 to expreſs unto us, that God created the world, 
and out of that drew the natural heat which giveth vege= 
ration to-all things : ſo that ſometimes by Yulgan they un- 
derſtood the natural heat which is in the creatures z and 
ſometimes our earthly fire, which becauſe it is ſo uſeful for 
the making ef many things, they called Yulcan the Smith 
of the gods, and they attributed to him a ſmoaky and. 
dusky. kind of thunder and lightning, as they did the red 
lightning to Fupiter, and the white to Minerva. And be- 
cauſe the flame of our fire doth not aſcend in a ſtraight line, 
but crookedly, therefere they ſaid that Vulcan was lame : 
and becauſe thunder-bolts and lightning fall out of the 
air upon the earth, they feigned that Pulcau fell from hea- 
ven into Lemnos. So becauſe the Lion is an hot, furjousz 
and fiery creature, they conſecrated the Lion to Vulcan, 
whom they honoured by certain feaſts and ſacrifices called 
Proteryia ; in theſe the remainder of the meat which they 
could not cat, was burned in the fire - this was an nncharita« 
ble kind of feaſting ; for they ſhould have remembred the 
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hungry ftomachs of the poor: Too many ſuc prodigal 


feaſts are among us, or rather worſe; for we were bettet 
fling our ſuperfluous meat and ſtrong wines into the fire; 
than by ſurfeiting and drunkenneſs fire our bodies, and de: 
roy our ſouls too. 2.Pulcan is called the ſon of Fupiter and 
Funo, becauſe the fiery meteors are begot inthe air, by the 
motion, heat, and influence of heaven. 3, Pulcan was dee 
formed, and for this was thruſt out of Heavyen,to ſhew the 
grofſeneſs of our fire being compared to the Celeſtial fire, 
and therefore not fit to have any place among theſe ſubli- 
mated celeſtial bodies or quintefſences ; What place then 
can they bave in heaven, whoſe ſinful ſouls are tnore defor- 
med than 7uleans lame and dwarflike body > 4. Pulcan was 
called *"'HgamGr, from pairento ſhine; and Vulcans)quaſ 
wolans candor, to ſhew the light and heart of the fire 5 and 
he is called defermed, not that the fire is fo'of it ſelf, for 
it is pleaſing to look on ; but becauſe it makes every thing 
deformed that it burneth , and though it be deformed in the 
unequal aſcending of the flame, and of the ſmoak that it 
makes, yet the light, which is joyned with it, 1s pleaſant 
and beautiful ; which, I think, the Poets meant in making 
Aglaia and Venus his wives z the former ſignifying Splendor, 
or Beauty, the other being the Mother of Beauty, for the 
light gives beauty to things. 5. Yulcan was ſaid to ſhed 
his ſeed upon the ground, becauſe he eould not obtain his 
delire upon Minervd ; to ſhew, that the natural heat hath 
no power over the heaven to make it fruitful, which remai- 
neth til] a Virgin, that is, pure from the mixture of ele- 
mentary qualities 3 bur ir is the carth that is fruitful and 
full of ſeed by means of this natural Heat, by which all 
things are generared and preſerved ; for as Fultan made 
arms for the gods,whereby they were defended ; ſo this na- 
tural heat is the armour and defence of our life, and by 
which we are preſerved from deſtrutjion, But as ſoon as 
this heat is gone, our life and motion ceaſes, which the 


Gentiles exprefled by their running with light torches in 


their feaſts of Yyu!can; for as ſoon as the torches went out, 
the race ended.
